In response to the Of See Action of 1 1/2/2006, please enter the following 
amendments and reconsider 1 he rejections in view of the remarks which follow. 

Remarks 

The Examiner rejected the claims under Section 103(a) over Anderson et al. in 
view of Walt et al. 

In the Detailed Description, 1 st paragraph (col 4, line 49 - 58), Walt et al. state: 

This allows the synthesis of the bioactive agents (i.e. compounds such as nucleic 
acids and antibodies) to be separated from their placement on an array, i.e. the 
bioactive agents may be synthesized on the beads, and then the beads are 
randomly distributed on a patterned surface. Since the beads are first coded with 
an optical signature, tais means that the array can later be "decoded", i.e. after the 
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
